with yon to discriamate between my 
course and bis. Th» speaker tLeu 
aiked forbearance for tins explana- 
tion, as it was tbe only weapon be 
had with which to meet confessed 
treachery, anJ went on to define bis 
position. 


Early in the year it was suggested 


to Mr. Powning that be present his 
name to tbe Republican State Con- 
vention for the Congressional nomi- 
nation. Believing that an opportun- 
ity would tbns be presented to make 
an honorable record, he allowed his 
immediate friends to use Ins name in 
that connection, and with a bope 
that success might crown his own 
and their efforts, he began to request 
other friends in various portions of 
the Slate, to advocate hi a candidacy. 
Knowing that without the endorse- 
ment of his own county he conld not 
expect to gain the nomination, anj 
believing that the people of Waslioe 
would heartily endorse him at the 
polls, if saccessfnt, Mr. Pawning ap- 
peared before the Republican County 
Central Committee and stated that he 
andnrstootl I he Committee intended 
to appoint the sis delegates, appor 
tioned from this county, to the lie- 
publican State Convection to be lu>)d 
in Carson 
If so, he requested that 


inch delegate* should be friendly 
toward him, aa he was an aspirant 
for CoiigresH, and wanted to be at 
least endorsed by bis home folks; a; 
the same time telling the Committee 
that if there was objection to it, he 
wonld immediately withdraw from 
tbe canvass, »ad give up all idea of 
being a candidate, Tbe Committee, 
a majority being present, replied 
that they thought it no more than 
right for as to have a favorable dele- 
gation.

At ibis time Mr. Alexander, of 
the Gatelto, told ns that he had told 
lim he did not intend to vote for us, 
nor had he ever promised to. To 
wove that Boardman had requested 
o be a delegate "not as against us, 
rat for us" we took Alexander to B. 
B. Norton, and reqnetted that gen- 
tleman to state whether Boardman 
lad ever made such a remark. Mr. 
Norton said he had. We then, to 
convince* ourselves that Boardmaa 
did not propose to play us false, 
lulled on him, told him what Alex- 
ander had aaid, and asked if such 
was the cose.
